Hanover, when Mr. Nute first

bustling college town of today, he told 
a. reporter this week. A comparatively 
few modest brick structures consti- 
tuted the college buildings, the cam- 
pus was fenced in, in sharp differen- 
tiation between college and town, and 
about all that existad of present-clay 
Hanover 
was Dartmouth 
Inn, the 


stamping ground of many generations 
of Dartmouth students! 


"It was at this Inn that vre had all 


j our undergraduate affairs," Mr. Nuta 
said. "Rules were stricter then than 
they are nowadays, or at least were 
more strictly observed, and it was no 
uncommon occurrence to have a mem- 
ber ol the-faculty break up 
one 
uf 


thosa gatherings. 


"Such an Incident happened' during 


my school days. The sophomore class 
at that time had a custom of burning 
its mathematics books at the end of 
the year, to celebrate 
beingr through 


with mathematics altogether. 
Presi- 


dent Lord did not approve of the cus- 
tom and determined to put an end to 
it. 


"He did not interfere 
during the 


hour when the students were going 
through the ceremony of interring the 
ashes of their 
mathematics 
books, 


after burning them in a huge bonfire 
on the campus, but after they were 
gathered for a banquet at the Dart- 
mouth Inn he presented himself. 


"His son was at that time tha presi- 


dent of the class and was occupying -a 
seat at the head of the table when hig 
father appeared and demanded admis- 
sion. Not being- granted it, he broke 
in the door and entered, commanding 
the students to cease .their celebration. 
His son, humiliated at 
his 
father's 


action, promptly resigned 
the class 


presidency, and the gathering broke 
up. 


"President Lord was the 'type of 


man who did not like to have the stu- 
dents get ahead of him.' I remember 


72 members—a great contrast with the ' 
Dartmouth graduating classes of to-j 
day. 


"I cannot recall that any fraterni- 


ties existed when I was 
there. 
If 


they did, at least the canipus~"was r.it 
strewn with fraternity Houses, and the 
fraternity men were certainly in the 
minority. Likewise we had no elabor- 
ate program of sports such 
as 'wo 


have -today. The only preiniilni'it 
sport in the college was football, and 
that did not interest nearly as large 
a proportion of the student body as it 
does today,

"We had .no college bind then to 


lead the students in singing and

cheer leaders such as today. We did 
not play, baseball at'all,'nor .basketball. 
Bicycle and swimming races- were " 'i 
the athletics I can recall, and th:y 
were not ot the intercollegiate brand."

There is one bill before the legislature that should be^very, 


very carefully considered before action is taken upon it. It 
provides that the tax collected from railroads should be turned 
into the state treasury by.the cities and only one-fourth turned 
back to the city in which the taxable railroad property is lo- 
cated. There may be some excuse offered for such a measure, 
but it is setting a dangerous experiment and adding a great 
burden directly upon the tax payers of the cities affected. 


No state should invade the tax field of .the cities and towns. 


If the state cannot be run without this, then the state adminis- 
tration should be looked into and changed. If the state is be- 
coming such a spendthrift that it cannot get along, upon its 
income, then we had better find a new method of administer- 
ing its affairs. The state has but little to do directly for the 
people. 
" ' It has no police powers other than that which it grabs away 
from cities and towns for political purposes; it has no expense 
for fire protection other than a small stipend for forest patrol 
and this is mostly borne by forest property owners; its thor- 
oughfare expenditures are slight in comparison with the cities 
and towns, and it grabs the auto licenses, road taxes and other 
means for paying this. The state has little excuse for enor- 
mous expenditures that would require its invading the tax 
fields of cities and towns. 


The legislature must halt in its tendency toward wild ex- 


travagances. It is high time that legislatures give the people. 
a rest in the eternal dig for money and' let them catch their 
breath. This railroad tax proposition should never be passed 
without sanction of the people and consideration for those 
whom it will rob— and there is no milder word to use.

prise. It was expected that there would 
be a minority report, signed by

night's proceedings and under 
the 


"rules was not in order for action yes- 


terday and no attempt was made to 
get it in under suspension of the 
rules, the leaders electing to let the 
'bill take its regular course and come 
yp in the regular order of today. 


The bill was signed by Chairman 


Ora "W. Craig and Clerk John G. 'Wi- 
naiit, the summing up of the report 
covering IS printed pages being as fol- 
lows: 


"In conclusion your committee finds 


that expert and unbiased 
evidence 


proves conclusively that the health 
and welfare of women and children 
will be improved by shortening 
the 


working day. and the working week. 


"Your committee also finds that the 
tales which have adopted the 4S- 
iour law or the eight-hour day, have 
lot suffered industrially. As a matter 
if fact those states which have had 
he law the lo'ngest have had " the 
greatest increase in industrial devel- 
opment. 


"Tour committee further finds that 


while 
the competition of the South 


has been active for many years, our 
New Hampshire industries have been 


spite of that competition on the 


whole phenomenally profitable. 


"Tour committee feels certain that 


the adoption -of this law would not 
njure agriculture. 


"Your-committee also 
finds that 


"The following industries art either 


entirely or largely operating on a. 48- 
hour'basis: Manufacturers of boots 
and shoes, clothing, needles and ho- 
siery, woolen mills and cigar makers; 
also practically all employes engaged 
n the skilled trades in New Hamp- 
shire, such as carpenters, plumbers, 
painters and others.

woolen and hosiery mills appeared be-

The address of ex-Governor Robert 


P. Bass before the labor committee 
last week was liberally quoted front 
in the report, the Bass speech being 
admitted by both sides to be the most 
comprehensive survey of the issue in 
all its phases presented before the 
committee. Mr. Bacs was frankly for 
the bill and his presentation of the 
agricultural side of the question was 
practically included intact in the re- 
port. 


The report considered the question 


from the standpoint of health and eco- 
nomics. Both the manufacturing and. 
agricultural angles being dealt 
with 


at length. In support of the argument 
in favor of safeguarding- the health of 
women and children, the committee 
quoted from the report of the Hoover 
committee of engineers on "waste in 
industry," and from Dr. Alice Hamil- 
ton of the Harvard M-eflical school, 
and suromerized the industrial survey 
made in Illinois under the direction 
of the commission appointed by Gov. 
Lowden. 


The committee contends that short- 


er work hours is the trend of the 
tiroes, In support of the claims, the 
States In this country 
and foreign 


countries which have reduced working 
hours being cited. 


The committee said: "The manu- 


facturers are opposed to the 4S-hour 
law on the ground that its passage 
would be a serious detriment to the 
industries of the state. In the language 
of .their counsel, Mr. Wood-worth, 'the 
essential difficulty with the 48-hour 
lav? in New Hampshire is that it in- 
creases the cost of production, while 
competitors in other* states are not 
subject to similar legislation, and im- 
poses a very substantial handicap in 
addition to tho?e' under which this 
state is already laboring.' 


"There are about 25,000 women and 


minors employed in manufacturing 
plants in New Hampshire. The report 
of the New Hampshire Bureau of La- 
bor shows that nearly 
one-half of 


these women and minors 
are 
now 


working only 48 hours a week, not as 
a. result of any statute, but as a re- 
sult of agreements between employ- 
ers and employes. 


could not successfully compete with 
Southern mills if 
compelled to re- 


duce the working week from 54 to 48 
hours, the manufacturers 
submitted 


figures showing the very 
large in- 


crease in recent years in the South of 
cotton mills as compared with the per- 
centage of increase In the New Eng- 
land states during the same period. It 
is also claimed that the reason for this 
great growth in the South is that it 
possesses great 
natural advantages 


over the northern manufacturer 
of 


cotton, among these being proximity 
to raw materials, abundant labor sup- 
ply, lower wages, longer hours, cheap- 
er power, lower taxes 
and freedom 


from restrictive legislation. 


"Southern competition in the tex- 


tile business is no new thing, but has 
existed for more than 30 -years and 
during the last 20 to a marked de- 
gree. What natural advantages the 
South has over the North has always 
existed. In spite of this competition, 
the mills of New Hampshire and o£ 
New England have not only been able 
to compete 
successfully 
with 
the 


South, but on the whole they have 
been remarkably profitable. They have 


suffering a loss of income that prop- 
erly belongs to them. 


"We feel that this disparity is due 


to the indifference of the senators and 
congressmen from Massachusetts, that 
Boston is not getting the consideration 
she is justly entitled to, although the 
charlestown navy yard Is in a position 
to submit estimates on any govern- 
ment work and the records of 
the 


past will show that they make good. 
"A summarized report Of seven yards 
covering a period of four months gives 
the following as the respective al- 
:otment received by them: 


"Portsmouth, $720,000; Puget Sound 


$962,000; Philadelphia, $386,000; Bos- 
ton,
